I LOOKED around; weeds 
rampant on the graves of 
many world war veterans; 
overgrown brush covering the 
resting places of folks from 
fine old families who founded 
this lovely mountain town; 
rusty cans and faded flowers 
untouched since May 30th, 
1957, and an occasional beer 
can, even an ugly desecrating 
smear of red paint on one of 
the tombstones. 

Then I went back in my 
thinking to one year ago, May 
30, 1957, and the fiasco that 
took place in this natural 
beauty spot which should be 
protected for meditation. 

About a dozen days before 
Memorial Day, 1957, a dis¬ 
turbing, noisy tractor rolled in 
and out among the graves and 
several fellows righted pushed 
over tombstones and hurriedly 
tore through the cemetery try¬ 
ing to put it in order and 
give it a semblance of care 
before “Decoration Day.” 

During the morning of that 
important day, I walked along 
the pathways for a few quiet 
moments of reflection beside 
my family place of memories. 

SUDDENLY A startling oc¬ 
currence took place. A parade 
turned into the cemetery led 
by Veterans of Foreign Wars. 
Services had evidently been 
carefully planned by those 
loyal fellows. However, the 
inspiring words of the desig¬ 
nated speaker were unheard 
in the flurry and confusion of 
dozens of youngsters and dogs. 
Some boys were riding bi¬ 
cycles; others were running 
or leaping over headstones. 

Following these perform¬ 
ances—and evidently the moti¬ 
vation for such actions—a 
wagon arrived at the side 
pathway with free ice cream 
for all children. I realized 
then that there was no time 
or place for reverence of any 
kind on this occasion. 

TWO YEARS ago I visited 
13 European countries. In 
every small town the first 
places of pride pointed out to 
tourists were the churches, 
catedrals, and then the beau¬ 
tiful little cemeteries (some 
over 100 years old); evidence 
of respect and reverence for 
those who forged a pathway 
ahead and for those who gave 
up their lives to secure free¬ 
dom for those to follow. 

Is it not possible that some 
of the many oldsters on pen¬ 
sions in this town would like 
to increase their meager in¬ 
comes and also have a part in 
the worthy cause of helping 
beautify a small part of a 
resting place for others? 

Is it not possible that the 
small groups of junior and sen¬ 
ior high youngsters seen loit¬ 
ering on corners after school 
and on Saturday would ap¬ 
preciate an opportunity for a 
part-time job? 

Is it not possible that a 
town which supports 12 or 
more churches could sponsor 
one small town cemetery? Or 
is there no further interest 
after completing a service of 
honor for a departed one?
